How Mrs. Best Took Her Own Life 
Yesterday. 

Yesterday morning about 9 o’clock Mra, 
Sarah E. Best, residing oa the eorner of 
Ventura and Union avenue, committed sul- 
cide by cutting her throat with a razor. The 
deceased had been compiaining for several 
months past of fll health, and at times has 
acted strangely, but her friends and rela- 
tiyes little thought that she would commit 
harm to herself.

has appeared to be better the last five of 
six days than she has been for four months, 
This morning she got the br and 
she seemed all right, and I left the house 
about 7:30, and gut back home about noon, 
She never said at any time that she would 
take her own life. 

A. F. Jones testified that he is a grocer, 
and has known the deceased about a year, 
He has been told of late that she was sick, 
and that her mind was Yes- 
terday morning about 10 o’clock he was 
taking out orders for groceries, and stop- 
ping within about a block of Mrs. Best 

. Camp came over and asked him to go 
over to the deceased’s ho as the latter 
had locked herself up in the closet. He 
procured a hatchet and pried the door 
and found the deceased lying on the floor, 
She was lying on her side. There was @ 
large pool of blood at her feet. Her throat 
was cut. 

Anna Camp testified taat she resided 
with her parents in Los Angeles. She has 
known the deceased for about four months, 
The deceased had been ailing for the last 
few weeks. About three weeks ago she was 
confined to her bed. She was out of hes 


She made queer remarks. Abouta quarter 
of 9 o’clock yesterday daaghter 
of the deceased came to the Cawp House 
/ and said she could not find her ma, and that 
she thought she had gone off. Aboutan 
hour after, she came ns said her ma 
had aotcome yet. aud that she had gone 
without her hat. The witness went over to 
see if she could find the 
found the door of the closet locked on the 
inside. She climbed up on a barrel 
looked in and saw the deceased lying on 
the floor. The witness’s mother then wené 
for assistance, and Mr. Jones came and 
broke open the door. The witness never 
knew the deceased to have had any trouble 
with any persop, and never heard her gay 
she would take her own life.
